AIDS struck 


home here

A few minutes after a doctor 
panes Diane Bartley to say her 
rother had AIDS, she burst into tea- 
rs. Almost simultaneously, a good 
friend was at her front door. 
‘Whatever it is, you can tell me, 
no matter how bad it is,’’ Ms. Bart- 
ley remembers her friend saying. 
Her friend cried with Ms, Bartley 
that day, when she learned her 
brother, Kenneth Hayes, had AIDS.

Seeing her friend accept the na- 
ture of Kenny’s illness helped Ms. 
Bartley, of Pole Hill Drive, be open 
about her brother’s illness. Still, it 
took a while for her to be completely 
open. 

Almost two weeks after the initial 
incident, one of Ms. Bartley’s best 
friends who lives in Andover called 
and said, ‘When are you going to tell 
me?” 

‘Tell you what?” Ms. Bartley re- 
members asking her friend.

Two debate 
need for

Tony Torrisi, acting town 
manager, is working on mov- 
ing Penguin Park from its 
Icleand Road location. He has 
called the playground equip- 
ment manufacturer and he’s 
studying town-owned property 
that would be a more suitable 
site for the toddlers’ play- 
ground. 

A grassroots effort, the park 
was installed May 5 and 6 by a 
large group of volunteers and 
committee members who have 
worked two years to raise 
$40,000. The idea was to pro- 
vide a safe place for very 
young children to play. 

The problem is, there is not 
enough parking for the large 
number of people who have 
been using the park since it 
opened. Last Friday, a sunny 
and warm day, the 12-or-so

parking spaces on the west 
side of Iceland Road were full. 
Cars were parked in the turn- 
around at the road’s cul-de- 
sac, and during a 15-minute 
visit by the Townsman, two 
women were seen pushing 
strollers toward the park. One 
was walking along the west 
side of Route 28 and would 
have to cross Route 133, and 
the other was making her way 
with her infant through 
Shawsheen Square. 

Mr. Torrisi, admitting that 
the parking situation is “a 
mess,”’ said, ‘‘We’re looking at 
options. One is to relocate it.” 

Some people claim that the 
town promised to cut 16 or 17 
parking spaces either into the 
front of the park, fronting on 
Route 133, or into the west side 
of Iceland Road, by pushing

Andover High School student Chris 
McBride ee the board of di- 
rectors of Raytheon Company last 
week with 846 signatures on a peti- 
tion requesting that the company 
stop using ozone-destroying chemi- 
cals in its missile manufacturing 
process in Andover. 

“It was very interesting,” Mr. Mc- 
Bride said. “I just told them the 
community was watching them and 
we’d appreciate it if they’d keep the 
public informed on what they’re 
mr | on some of the toxics they use. 

‘They were very receptive. They 
said they would try to do that.” 

The petition was presented during 
the annual shareholders’ meeting 
held at the company’s headquarters 
in Lexington on Wednesday, May 23. 

Mr. McBride is a founding mem- 
ber of the Environmental Concern 
Organization, a group of AHS stu- 
dents active in environmental is- 
sues. Accompanying Mr. McBride to 
last week’s meeting were ECO 
members Marisa Uchin, Debra So- 
reff, Leah Bernstein and Eliza Hoyt. 

The petition asked the company to 
eliminate two chemicals, Freon and 
methyl chloroform, from the man- 
ufacturing process of electronic cir- 
cuit boards used in missile guidance 
systems. Both chemicals, which are 
used in cleaning the electronic parts, 
contribute to the destruction of the 
ozone layer in the earth’s atmo- 
sphere. 

After the meeting, Mr. McBride 
spoke with Thomas L. Phillips, chief 
executive officer of Raytheon. 

“He told me that they couldn’t 
make any promises, but that as soon 
as the technology was available, 
they would put it to use,” Mr. Mc- 
Bride said. 


Dalton says 
downtown not 
that bad

After two months of evaluating the 
downtown as a member of the Cen- 
tral Business District subcommit- 
tee, Bill Dalton said Friday that 
things “weren’t that bad’? down- 
town, but that a “lack of cohesive-

ticularly cohesive downtown mer- 
chants’ group,’’ Mr. Dalton said. 

Mr. Dalton’s comments came as 
members were trying to narrow 
down the areas of focus for the sub- 
committee. 

The CBD _ subcommittee was 
formed by the Planning Board to 
look at what actions the town could 
take to retain basic services down- 
town after the closing of Barcelos 
grocery store was announced in 
March. 


Planning Board members Hooks 
Johnston and Mr. Dalton, and for- 
mer Planning Board Chairwoman 
Marge Bradshaw were the only reg- 
ular members to make Friday’s 
meeting. Regular participants Ken 
Mahony, Janet Wallace and Bob 
Henderson Sr. were absent. 

Those members at Friday’s meet- 
ing decided that the group should fo- 
Cus its energies on parking prob- 
lems, aesthetics and the types of 
services available in the CBD. 

Most merchants understand that 
they create their own parking prob- 
lems by parking in front of their own 
stores, but they still refuse to mend 
their ways, according to Mr. Dalton. 

“The merchants are’ their own 
worst enemy,”’ he said. 

But the merchants are not the only 
cause of the parking problem. 

“No question. We need to create 
some more parking, particularly up 
the Macartney’s end of town,”’ Mr. 
Dalton said. 

Mr. Dalton recommended the sub- 
committee study a betterment plan 
for downtown that could include 
brick sidewalks and new lighting, 
and would be paid for by both the 
town and landlords. 

Ms. Bradshaw suggested the 
group not consider elimination of 
several curb cuts along Main Street 
to speed up traffic. She said she 
couldn’t think of any reason a mer- 
chant would willingly give up a Main 
Street access, which diverts traffic 
to their business. 

Making an access off Chestnut 
Street into the municipal lot at Olde 
Andover Village was an idea worth 
looking into, Ms. Bradshaw said. 

Peter Green, of 13 Florence St., 
told committee members he would 
be against any plan to expand the 
CBD. 


“The nice thing about downtown 
Andover is you can walk every- 
where,”’ Mr. Green said. 

Gail Ralston, Board of Selectmen 
liaison to the Planning Board, 


BASEBALL CARDS 
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agreed with Mr. Green. Ms. Ralston 
said that, as a resident, she’s op- 
posed to expansion or zoning 
changes in the CBD. 

“I will continue to oppose that in 
general terms at this point,” Ms. 
Ralston said. 

Further discussion of boundary 
changes has been tabled, at least for 
now, according to Mr. Johnston. 

Parking options will be the subject 
of the next meeting at 7 a.m., Fri- 
day, June 8.

One 
driveway on Iceland 
Road had a rope 
stretched across it 
so that a person 
couldn’t back into it 
to turn around. And 
one parent told the 
Townsman that an 
angry neighbor had 
a confrontation with 


park, and even 
poked a rake at the 
person. 


In addition, 11 
neighbors wrote a 
long letter to town 
officials, com- 
gee about traf- 
ic and litter.

Holocaust survivor 
talks to freshmen

“God looked down and 
wept...,”” said Professor Alex 
Scharf, who captivated And- 
over High School freshmen 
with his memories of the Holo- 
caust. 

Mr. Scharf, who spoke at the 
Collins Center May 22, talks to 
high school and college stu- 
dents about his tragic experi- 
ences. At age 16 he and his 
family were deported to 
Auschwitz where they were 
separated. 

He said his experience in 
concentration camps gave him 
the feeling of surviving to be 
dead. The end of the war saved 
his life. Mr. Scharf said he 
shares his life in the hope that 
it will offer a better under- 
standing of what he refers to 
as “the unspeakable crime.”’ 

Mr. Scharf spoke about the 
horror, dehumanization and 

in millions suffered in the 

olocaust. More than 6 million 
European Jews died at the 
hands of Nazis before and dur- 
ing World War II. 

For about two and a half 
hours the students sat in si- 
lence as this unreal tragedy 
became very real. Students 


then got a chance to ask ques- 
tions. 

“I give him all the credit in 
the world to be able to last 
through that and have the 
courage to talk about it,” said 
student Alexandra Webb. ‘He 
showed me points about the 
past to help me in the future.” 

Kate Parker agreed. “I 
thought he shared a lot of him- 
self,” she said. 

Mr. Scharf writes that his 
speaking is motivated by his 
belief that combatting preju- 
dice is a necessary part of 
young people’s education. 

Freshman Spike Pappado- 
poulos said he learned a lot. 
“It’s not just reading in a his- 
tory book,” he said. “It’s like 
some real person telling you 

Andover High freshmen take 
a course on world civilization 
combined with English. The 
unit they’re currently working 
on is ‘‘Facing History and Our- 
selves,” about the Holocaust. 

The students keep a journal 
about their thoughts and atti- 
tudes concerning this unit.

retires after three decades

Come Tuesday, June 19, Ruth Stebbins, 
a kindergarten teacher in Andover for the 
last 23 years, will send her class at the 
Early Childhood Center off for summer 
vacation for the last time. Mrs. Stebbins 
is retiring from teaching after a total of 
28 years, all at the kindergarten level. 

‘Teaching in Andover has been a big 
part of my life. I’m going to miss it ver 
much,” she said. “I'll miss all the chil- 
dren and the friends I’ve made here (at 
the Shawsheen School).” 

A love for children and teaching was 
fostered at a very early age in her family, 
said Mrs. Stebbins. She was one of seven 
children and the second oldest, who had 
the majority of the sibling-care duties. 

Mrs. Stebbins knew she enjoyed work- 
ing with children but decided to major in 
history and minor in education at college. 
She received her bachelor’s degree from 
the University of Massachusetts. 

It wasn’t until she entered the Nursery 
Training School in Boston, now part of 
Boston University’s School of Education, 
that she made the career decision that 
has fulfilled her for three decades. 

She followed that training with a mas- 
ter’s degree in education from Salem 
State College. 

Before she began teaching in Andover 
Mrs. Stebbins taught kindergarten in 
Easthampton for three years. She then 
left teaching to start a family of her own. 

Mrs. Stebbins and her husband, Albert, 
have four children, Elizabeth, Albert, 
i ag and Jeffrey, and four grandchil- 

en. 


Once her own children started school 
she went back to teaching kindergarten in 
Chicopee. She taught there for three 
years and also participted in one of the 
first Head Start programs in the state. 
Head Start is a before-school breakfast 
and nutrition education program. 

She left the Chicopee school system to 
teach kindergarten in Andover. 

“J was excited at the prospect of teach- 
ing in Andover,” said Mrs. Stebbins. 
“Andover is thought of as being on the 
cutting edge of education. The emphasis 
is on how to teach children better.’ 

Her first teaching assginment in town 
was at Bancroft Elementary School. At 
that time the school was hosting the 
“Deer Jump” program for preschoolers. 
It was designed to help children who were 
emotionally and socially “young” catch 
up with their peers and enroll on time in 
the grade, said Mrs. Stebbins. 

After a short stint at Bancroft she 
moved into regular kindergarten class- 
room teaching at South School, where she 
taught for 17 years. Mrs. Stebbins has 
been teaching at Shawsheen School since 
1984 when all the individual kindergarten 
classes moved to that central location. 

Teaching kindergarten has changed a 
lot in the three decades she’s been an edu- 
cator, said Mrs. Stebbins. 

“Children have many more challenges 
today than they ever did before. I can re- 
member when you didn’t have to lock 
your back door or be afraid to play out- 


side,” she said.

The town will at least be able to take 
over current volunteer recycling efforts 
and may be able to institute curbside 
glass, paper and possibly even plastic re- 
cycling, according to Bob McQuade, pub- 
lic works director. 


Six companies bid for Andover’s trash 
collection contract and Mr. McQuade is 
still ‘‘massaging’’ the numbers to see 
what the town can afford. He is hoping to 
make a decision on the type of services 
and which company will get the contract 
by the end of this week. 


“The bottom line is we’ll be able to con- 
tinue as we are now with picking up paper 
every other week,’’ Mr. McQuade said. 
“We're looking for every other week of 
glass, paper and plastic.” 


The six companies are BFI Waste Sys- 
tems; Waste Management, of North And- 
over; Allied Cartage, of Woburn; Laidlaw 
Waste Systems, of Rowley; Atlantic 
Waste Systems, of Lynn; and Vining Dis- 
posal Service, of Stoneham. 

The contractors were asked to bid on 
eight different sets of specifications.

¢ 4) The cost of supplying and distribut- 
ing the containers for recycling; 

e 5) Curbside recycling of paper only, 
every other week. 

“Item two is definitely out. We can’t 
afford it,’’ the DPW director said. 

The cost of the weekly curbside pickup 
is $70,000 more than having it every other 
week, 

Mr. McQuade is favoring a package 
that would include weekly curbside trash 
collection, (1a), recycling of glass, paper 
and plastic every other week, (3a and 3b) 
and the recycling containers, (4). 

The town spent $449,670 in fiscal 1990 for 
curbside trash pickup. 

The bid by Waste Management for the 
services Mr. McQuade wants is $625,640; 
Vining bid $680,500; BFI was $688,661; 
Laidlaw was $888,058. The other two did 
not bid on recycling contracts. 

Advantages and disadvantages of the 
different bids still need to be examined in 
detail before any decision can be made. 

The key to what the town can afford 
will be how much savings there will be 
from lower disposal costs. Roughly, if 3,- 
000 tons of trash could be taken out of the 
waste stream and recycled, it would save 
the town $180,000 (3,000 x $60/ton) in tip- 
ping fees at RESCO. That would more 
than justify the $175,970 added cost of re- 
cycling. 

Andover disposed of 12,341 tons of trash 
in 1989. Residents would be asked to recy- 
cle less than 25 percent of their solid 
waste. 

The volunteer members of Andover Re- 
cycling Inc., the group organizing recy- 
cling efforts in Andover for the last 
twenty years, are anxious to have the 
town pick up the service. Virginia Cole, 
former president of Andover Recycling, 
said the group will be scrutinizing the 
contract award process to be sure And- 
over residents are getting the most recy- 
cling for their money.

members, along with school Super- 
intendent Kenneth Seifert, have not 
done sufficient homework to ask res- 
idents for an override. 

The accusations and budget fig- 
ures presented by Ms. Poore so in- 
sensed School Committee member 
Richard Hubble that he walked out 
of a similar interview Friday. 

The charge is not new. Ms. Poore 
has contended for more than two 
months that an override is not 
needed. Dr. Seifert and his support- 
ers on the School Committee have 
contended for six months that even 
the $1.1 million override is not 
enough to bring the elephant to a 
complete halt. 

Article 5 

The override, Article 5 on the June 
11 Town Meeting warrant, is broken 
into two parts. A person could vote 
for one and not the other. If they 

at Town Meeting, the two would 
separate override questions on 
the town election ballot. The election 
would be held no later than 45 days 
from the Town Meeting date. 

Part A asks for $500,000 for school 
operations. The money would pay 
for teachers, instructional special- 
ists, teachers assistants, counselors, 
tutors, some media room supplies 
and athletic equipment. 

Part B asks for $600,000 to be used 
for special projects strictly related 
to the maintenance of school build- 
ings. 

The history 

Last Ae the town approved a 
$21.4 million school budget but, in 
August, Gov. Michael Dukakis cut 
state aid to cities and towns, includ- 
ing more than $1 million to Andover. 

The town reduced municipal serv- 
ices to make up half the loss. Schools 
absorbed another $570,000 by cutting 
equipment purchases, conserving 
energy costs by closing buildings 
earlier, taking a conservative ap- 
proach in teacher contract negotia- 
tions and by cutting more than five 
full teaching positions at the high 
school. 

The town’s projected revenues for 
fiscal 1991 justify only a $21.9 million 
school budget, according to Tony 
Torrisi, budget and finance director 
and acting town manager. 

The $21.9 million is a 2.5 percent 
increase from what was approved 
for this year; a 5 percent increase 
from what was actually received 
this year after the state cuts. But the 
cost to provide the same services 
next year as the schools have right 
now is $22.9 million, according to Dr. 
Seifert. 

The override will not regain the 
jobs and services cut last August, 
according to the superintendent. 
They are gone. The $500,000 for oper- 
ating the schools will only maintain 
the jobs and services that exist to- 
day.

its homework in examining how cur- 
rent funds are being spent. 

Dr. Seifert simply wants more 
money and has not considered 
looking at how the schools could do 
without it, according to Ms. Poore. 

“The School Committee has sim- 
ply bought into the fact that we need 
ee money,” Ms. Poore said last 
week, 


“Until the Andover School Com- 
mittee shows me the clear and crisp 
and well delineated picture of what 
the Andover system contains, and 
what it needs to contain that it 
doesn’t already, I’m not ready to 
give them the money,”’ she said. 

Ms. Poore challenged anyone to 
read, or listen to, the minutes of the 
School Committee meetings going 
back to Jan. 1 and try to find any 
discussion or in-depth analysis on 
how the schools are currently spend- 
ing their money. 


“There are no tapes or minutes 
that you will hear the School Com- 
mittee debating or going into any 
great depth on the system as it is,” 
Ms. Poore said. ‘The analysis never 
took place. The work sessions were a 
mockery.”’ 

Things like pilot programs need to 
be reviewed and decisions made on 
continuing, increasing, reducing or 
cutting funding all together, she 
said. 

“Those kind of things haven’t been 
happening,” she said. 

With Dr. Seifert ‘‘cheerleading”’ 
for more money, neither he nor the 
other committee members have 
been anxious to work on showing 
how the schools could operate within 
its budget, Ms. Poore said. 

“The attitude was, ‘Don’t confuse 
me with the facts. My mind is made 
up,’ ” Ms. Poore said. 

She described a two-week period

which the committee had two meet- 
ings and two work sessions. The sec- 
ond work session was a humiliating 
experience, she said. 

“The second Saturday work ses- 
sion ended up being basically a dog 
and pony show for why we need 
more money,” Ms. Poore said. ‘‘It 
was a disaster.”’ 

“In almost 14 years in the service 
of the town of Andover, that was 
probably the most embarrassed I 
ever was,’’ Ms. Poore said. 

The other School Committee mem- 
bers couldn’t understand why she 
was trying to make the budget re- 
main within the $21.9 million they 
had been allotted. 


Ms. Poore said this is the first 
time she has dug her heels in and 
taken a stand in a minority role posi- 
tion. 

“This one I feel strong about,”’ she 
said. “‘I don’t think it’s fair the way 
the committee is trying to portray a 
school system run within the $21.9.” 
The rebuttal 

Mr. Salazar said he and Mr. Hub- 
ble have done their homework and 
he does not appreciate Ms. Poore’s 
allegation to the contrary. 

“That’s really a discourtesy,”’ Mr. 
Salazar said. 

After the second Saturday work- 
session, Ms. Poore went to her office 
and spent the rest of that day, all 
day Sunday and most of Monday 
coming up with her version of how to 
spend the $21.9 million in a workable 
budget. 

She came up with, in her opinion, a 
workable budget for $20.8 million, 
leaving $1.1 million for the other 
members to add back in for cuts she 
had made that they couldn’t live 
with. 

On Monday night she asked Mr. 
Salazar to look at her numbers. 

Although he has admired her intu- 
ition and nearly 14 years of service 
to the town, six as a member of the 
Board of Selectmen and nearly eight 
on the School Committee, budgets 
are a foible for Ms. Poore, according 
to Mr. Salazar. 

“Three days on a weekend com- 
pared to several months of 10 to 15 
hours a week —there’s no compari- 
son,’’ Mr. Salazar said. 

His own experience as a corporate 
operations manager and Mr. Hub- 
ble’s being a management consul- 
tant give them more credibility than 
Ms. Poore for recommending bud- 
gets, he said. 

Ms. Poore had taken all the budget 
cuts that had been suggested sepa- 
rately at one time or another by de- 
partment heads, lopped them off and 
called it a budget, according to Mr. 

lazar. 

“The cuts that were made that 
Monday night were cuts that came 
out of context,” he said. 

The very numbers Ms. Poore was 
using were compiled by Mr. Hubble 
and Mr. Salazar in their own budget

Those assis- 
tants were then working below their 
potential and outside their area of 
expertise. As a result, many sought 
jobs elsewhere. 

The “ripple effect’’ was a lot of 
unhappy people and the loss of a lot 
of talent, according to Mr. Salazar. 

He learned that the impact of 
some cuts are far reaching and that 
it requires careful planning for ev- 
ery one. 

‘We did do some damage,” Mr. 
Salazar said. 

“T am not going to pretend And- 
over is Camelot, because it isn’t,” 
Ms. Poore said. 

But the $21.9 milllion budget can 
be made to work without hurting the 
schools, she said. 

The override would be only a $72 
increase in property taxes for the 
owner of a $250,000 home, according 
to the school’s figures. 

But Mr. Salazar knows his argu- 
ment is a philosophical one as to the 
importance of quality schools. 

“Tt’s tough to ask a voter to pinch 
themselves, to hurt themselves, to 
do something good because public 
education is a philosophical argu- 
ment,’’ Mr. Salazar said. ‘“‘I’m using

She said kids roam around the 
library, making noise, and that 
kids with skateboards often block 
the entrance on the parking lot 
side of the library.

Have you 
demanded 
recycling?

Did you read on the front page of 
the Townsman recently on how won- 
derful the recycling program is in 
Lexington? (‘‘Could Andover recy- 
cle like this?’’ May 17) 

Did you read about the money 
they are saving? Did you read that 
they recycle paper, plastic, tin cans, 
glass, compost and Christmas trees? 
Did you read that all these things 
are picked up curbside? Did you 
read they have involved offices and 
recycle office paper? Did you read 
about the bins each household re- 
ceived to get them started on the 
program? Did you wonder why And- 
over can’t do something like that? 

Do you know that Andover Recy- 
cling, the volunteer group that has 
been struggling with the recycling 
program here, gets calls each week, 
almost each day, about everyone of 
the above points? And those of you 
who have called know that the an- 
swers are always the same. The 
town doesn’t wish to do more; we 
have no place to collect recyclables; 
we can’t do compost, Christmas 
trees or tin cans or office paper be- 
cause there is no support for any oth- 
er kind of program in Andover than 
the one we have now. 

Do you know that Andover has no 
recycling policy? I’m talking about 
the town of Andover. The selectmen 
who, the last time I read the town 
charter, are the sole makers of town 
policy, have never, to my knowl- 
edge, ever even initiated a public 
discussion on the subject. Earth Day 
for the selectmen came and went. 
Perhaps they read a proclamation 
favoring it. They do that sort of thing 
now and then. But what did they do 
about keeping the few things that 
are related to improving the envi- 
ronment or saving disposal costs? 
The one thing I know for sure is that 


they removed from the budget the 


$40,000 someone has decided it would 
cost to ready a town site for com- 
posting. They allowed the public 
works department to plow under all 
the leaves eager citizens took to the 
old dump in other years. There nev- 
er was an attempt at composting. 

Our policymakers have never dis- 
cussed the advantages of a mandato- 
ry recycling policy. Our policy- 
makers have never computed the 
savings such a program would bring 
to the town. Several of our poli- 
cymakers never come to the recy- 
cling bin at West Middle School to 
see how citizens — and voters — 
wish to recycle and do recycle at 
their own inconvenience. One of our 
policymakers thinks West Middle 
School is too far out in West Andover 
for most people to find. 

Another of our policymakers 
thinks Christmas trees can’t be 
chipped because the elderly can’t 
get them to a compost spot, if we 
had one. He hasn’t answered the 
question of how the elderly get their 
Christmas trees to their homes, but 
maybe there is a policy to deliver 
them that I’ve not heard of. 

We have had quite a few weeks 
with no town manager to tell our pol- 
icymakers what to do. They did not 
find out what Andover would do 
about recycling next year. They did 
not explore, or even ask anyone to 
explore for them, the various options 
possible. They gave no encourage- 
ment to the public works depart- 
ment to provide recycling for our 
citizens. One person in the public 
works department was left to tell 
those who took out bids that there 
would be no transfer station in town, 
no compost site, no spot for partially 
filled trucks to be parked overnight; 
in other words, anything that might 
give us a lower bid on waste disposal 
costs was actively discouraged. 

The bids have come in. The poli- 
cymakers will hear about the cost 
and results in due time and no doubt 
too late to explore some of the alter- 
natives which have made the Lex- 
ington program so successful. 

Perhaps you feel I’m too hard en 
our policymakers. It has been said, 
by someone famous I’m sure, that 
politicians do nothing unless the vot- 
ers demand. Have you demanded a 
recycling policy?

and a half, he moved to Brookline, 
where Ms. Bartley and her brother 
became involved with the Hospice 
movement. 
Ms. Bartley says she was well sup- 
rted here in her fight to keep her 
rother at home as long as possible 
and in her fight to help him die with 
dignity. She says as chief caretaker 
she needed friends to offer to baby- 
sit, not to ask what she needed, but 
just to arrive and tell her to leave 
and they’d take care of her children. 


“TI was too involved getting from 
day to day to know exactly what I 
needed,” she says today. “‘I got a lot 
of support from friends around here 
and I am new to this area. People 
listened to me when I’d say, ‘Kenny 
is making me crazy today. I hate 
this disease. I hate what is happen- 

A lot of Ms. Bartley’s friends knew 
her brother because he lived here, 
too. When his wake was held here, 
400 people attended. ‘‘Only two peo- 
ple didn’t know what he died of,” 
says says. “And one will find out 
from this article.” 


The brother and sister team had 
discussed dying with dignity. 
“That’s one reason why I was his 
guardian,” she says. “He knew I 


- ‘would do what had to be done.” 


The two were brought up Catholic. 
Ms. Bartley says she knew she 
couldn’t help her brother die unless 
he’d made his peace and was ready. 
She says she worked very closely

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with doctors at Beth Israel Hospital 
in Brookline, where he finally died. 
When the time came and Kenny 
was ready to die, he told his sister he 
wanted to die within the next two 
days. His chief doctor called the 
whole family into a room and asked 
them one by one what each wanted 
for Kenny and why, even though Ms. 
Bartley was the chief decision mak- 


er. 

“He knew my family was dysfunc- 
tional,’’ says Ms. Bartley. ‘‘We knew 
when push came to shove I would be 
the only one who would do the best 
thing in Kenny’s best interest. Ken- 
ny’s doctor knew about Kenny’s and 
my relationship.” 

After talking with the family, the 
doctor asked Ms. Bartley to wait 24 
hours before making her final deci- 
sion about unplugging her brother’s 
respirator. — 

“T was upset,”’ she recalls, “‘be- 
cause Kenny said two days and two 
days were over. The doctor was 
smart, though.” 


Because 24 hours later, Ms. Bart- 
ley came back and said, this is it, the 
time has come for her brother to die. 
The word went out that Kenny 
Hayes was going to die. Ms. Bartley 
says very soon 50 to 60 people accu- 
mulated at Beth Israel Hospital. 
They’d flown in from Washington, 
D.C., and from New York. Extended 
family had arrived. And they 
wanted to say goodbye. 

She went to her brother’s doctor 
and explained who these people 
were and how important it was that 
each one see Mr. Hayes. 

“Beth Israel Hospital was absolu- 
tely wonderful,” she says, remem- 
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bering that it was complicated 
because he was tucked away in the 
intensive-care unit. “They started 
about 2 p.m. and let them go in, two 
by two, and say goodbye. I couldn’t 


_believe the hospital would do that. It 


was so important. I knew the panic 
these people felt. The doctor was 
wonderful.” 

She says the nurses and doctors 
said they gave Kenny ‘‘enough medi- 
cation to kill 10 elephants and he still 
was fighting.” 


nig | walked in and said, ‘Look. This 
is what you are asking me to do. But 
you have to make some kind of 
peers or I can’t do it. Half an hour 
ater he calmed down.”’ 

So his sister mplugees the respi- 
rator. She held him for the 45 min- 
utes it took him to die. 

First thing she said upon walking 
out of his room, was, ‘Oh my God. 
What did I do. I killed my brother.” 

But that passed quickly and today 
Ms. Bartley recalls the positive 
ei that came from Kenny Hayes’ 

eath. 


Recently she received a letter 
from her brother’s doctor. ‘‘He said, 
‘I really had questioned myself 
about what we were doing. Now, I 
know you did the right thing, moral- 
ly. I think you did the right thing.’ ”’ 

The doctor’s letter helped tremen- 
dously. ‘I knew intellectually I’d 
done the right thing,’ she says. 
“Emotionally. . . 

“Tt has turned into a very positive 
learning experience for me,’’ she 
says. “I’ve grown as a person, 
grown as a mother. Kenny would be 


very proud of me today.” 
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
